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REPORT OF BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


At the school meeting held March 10, 1894, Mr. H. H. Jos- 
lin was elected for two years, and Mr. J. H. Goodrich, Treas- 
urer for three. At organization of Board, H. H. Joslin was 
chosen Chairman, A. F. Cram, Secretary, and J. H. Goodrich, 
Treasurer.

We are glad to report that no school has been closed during 
the year on account of sickness, and that, as a whole, they 
have been very successful. 


We were fortunate in retaining four of our excellent teachers 
of 1893, and in securing the services of two who had taught 
in town with good success previous to that. Miss Curtis took 
the school in No. 5 with the understanding that if a better po- 
sition was offered her she could accept it. The offer came when 
she had taught four weeks, and she went to Nashua with the 
best wishes of her many friends. We were glad to employ 
Miss Downes to finish the term. At the examination of the 
fall term the classes showed good work done, especially the 
one in book-keeping. 

Owing to inclemency of the weather, the teacher, eighteen 
scholars and two visitors, were the only persons present at the 
close of the winter term in No. 3. It was a disappointment to 
those not able to attend as Miss Blood’s examinations are al- 
ways interesting. She has taught this school, as large again 
as any other in town, for ten conseccutive terms, and has been 
as faithful and untiring in her work as one could be, and well 
merits the success that has attended her efforts. The little 
ones, who have never had any other teacher, can thank her for 
giving them a good start on the road to learning. 


Bad weather prevented our attending the winter examination 
in No. 6. We were sorry as we always enjoy the exercises in 
this school. Twenty-two visitors present at the Memorial ser- 
vice, held in the school house, and fifty-nine others during the 
term, show the interest felt in the school by parents and 
friends.

The other schools, except No. 4, prevented by distance, were 
represented in the Memorial celebration at Citizens’ Hall, in 
an exercise, “Offerings to Our Unknown Dead.”’ The scholars 
did their part well in making Children’s Day a success and a 
pleasure to those present. A recitation by one of our very 
youngest pupils, “If you have any thing to do, go to work and 
do it,’ is a good motto for every scholar, and older people as 
well, to remember and practice. It might save much trouble 
and inconvenience that often comes from duties delayed. 


In remarks in register from No. 4 we find, *‘Spring term, the 
first class have spelled 786 words and only ten have been 
missed. Annie Senter has not missed a word.” Wish all 
scholars would try as hard to spell correctly, as it is an impor- 
tant part of their education. Some of the boys have made 
collections of woods, shrubs included. ‘Two lists contain 103 
kinds each, and none less than fifty. Much pleasure is derived 
from the study of nature, and we hope the children will be 
interested in that as well as other studies. 


The bill for school supplies is larger this year than it will 
necessarily be next, as there were charts to be paid for. They 
help in simplifying and explaining different branches, and we 
think it well pays for scholars to spend some time each day in 
learning from them. Tax papers, voting their money for school 
purposes, should visit the schools and see for themselves 
whether it is economically and properly expended. 


The children of today need a different equipment for the 
battle of life from those of forty or fifty years ago. ‘The pres- 
‘ ent century, now so near its close, has been a mighty one, and 
witnessed many wonderful inventions. With the improvements 
already made and knowledge gained we may expect that greater 
things will be accomplished in the next. Our work belongs 
chiefly to the nineteenth century, the children’s will be. mostly 
done in the twentieth, and it is very necessary that they should 
be well prepared for it. Let us do what we can for them in 
the next five years, and when we leave our work may they take 
it up and achieve better things than we have done. With the 
patriarch of old we say, ‘The angel that redeemeth us from 
evil, bless the children.”’ 


We wish our successor as much pleasure in his, or her, work 
as we have found, and thank all for their kindness.
